How to enjoy a remodeling 


Living in a house that’s being 
remodeled can be a tough 
proposition. Here are 20 


tips that will make it easier 


By Pat Kraft 


re is fun—before you remodel and 
after you're finished. But when you're in the 
midst of remodeling, it is agony and crisis. At 
least it was for us. 

It needn't have been so bad. We didn’t realize 
that remodelers—our generic name for carpen- 
ters, masons, painters, and other craftsmen 
play rough. When they hammer, they hammer 
the daylights out of stuff. When they paint, they 
spatter. When they saw, the air is filled with 
noise and sawdust. And when they start chip- 
ping a hunk of stone, run for cover. 

But we learned. And what we learned we give 
to you. While we shuddered in the sanctuary of 
a bedroom that was not to be remodeled, my 
husband caught a scrap of building paper flying 
by the window, and we wrote down 20 things to 
do the next time we remodel: 

1. Clear out the room where remodeling will take 
place or overflow into. Any remodeling at all. 
And I mean clear out. Everything portable, in- 
cluding curtains, blinds, and pictures. Remodel- 
ing is ike moving, only worse because everything 
stays till it’s over. And when furniture moves 
out, or even if it doesn’t, sawhorses and planks 
move in. True, the planks get sawed off if they 
are too long, but not until that extra length has 
bruised everything in reach. 

2. Move china and glassware completely away 
from the work scene. It won't do just to put 
things neatly in a corner. A bull has nothing on 
a pipe-laden plumber when it comes to creating 
havoc with china—in a china shop or in your 
kitchen. 

3. You can cover toilet bowls, sinks, and lava-

tories, even if you can’t move them. Use news- 
papers. It’s easier to keep out drain-clogging 
rubbish than it is to fish it out later. 

4. Prized plants are often in vulnerable spots, 
since they are planted with display in mind. 
Protect them. Workmen can’t always see where 
they’re stepping—and when they step, they step 
hard. A few stakes driven in the ground around 
a plant will protect it without shading it. 

5. If some things must stay in a room during re- 
modeling (what would you do with a grand 
piano?), cover the open or hinged places with 
gummed wrapping paper, swaddle the package 
with sheets, and then smile at the foreman and 
ask for a tarpaulin to cover it all. Unwrap care- 
fully or you'll spill the debris into the works. 

6. Close the windows. It will keep wind from 
blowing dust (and there'll be plenty of it) around 
too much. Dust can foul clocks, delicate electri- 
cal mechanisms, and dispositions. 

7. Close off other rooms. Keep them closed. Close 
the door after you when you go into one. A small 
rug rolled up at the threshold will help keep 
dirt from sifting in too badly. And if things get 
really bad, you can always board up the door 
and use a window. 

8. Hammering is unholy noisy. You can’t shut it 
out by closing a door. So when it gets too awful, 
take a walk. Those important decisions can wait 
till you get back 

9. Spot shoe-wiping mats between the part of the 
house being remodeled and the rest. Of course, if 
everything's being remodeled, you can forget about 
this and just move to a sanitarium. 

10. Have the men spread tarpaulins where they are 
working. Strips of building paper or heavy wrap- 
ping paper along the traffic lanes will foil grit. 
Well, some. 

11. For the duration of your project, confine 
cleaning to floors. That [ Turn to page 9

way you'll avoid tracking some of the mess around, but 
more important, you'll save floors from grit. Use a 
vacuum cleaner, not a broom. A vacuum works fine on 
wood or linoleum if you turn the setscrew to tilt the 
mouth close to the floor. Do this quick cleaning at the 
end of each day’s battle. 

12. Don’t worry about looks—yours or the house’s—till 
it’s over. A remodeling is like a baby. Everybody knows 
you're having one, and everybody understands 

13. Of course you'll have flies all over the house if you re- 
model in fly time. To date, DDT hasn't licked that prob- 
lem. However, you can cut down your local fly popula- 
tion if you paint screens with DDT a few days before you 
start remodeling. Expect flies anyway, and keep food put 
away or covered 

14. Establish a base of operations for living in a part of the 
house not being remodeled, and hole up there when you 
can. 

15. Clip ideas and keep them handy in one place while 
you're still in the pondering stage. A 20-cent paper 
portfolio is big and good. Here’s where years of magazine 
clipping pay off. A picture gets to the point quickly, and 
every half-hour conference with the foreman while his 
crew marks time is at least a $10 luxury that would be 
better spent on aspirin and smelling salts. We felt helpless 
trying to tell our carpenter the kind of exposed beam we 
wanted across the fireplace alcove, but one look at a 
clipping and he said, ““Oh, sure. Ill hand-adze an oak 
8x10.” 

16. Try out any important furniture arrangements—and this 
is a must—before the last nail is driven. Do it some even- 
ing after the workmen are gone. That extra-long sofa 
may not work into your new scheme no matter how finely 
you drew it on paper. We had to have a big supporting 
oak beam moved eight inches so someone sitting in a 
fireplace chair wouldn’t risk a crick in the neck trying to 
join in the conversation. The carpenters howled, but not as 
loud as we would have if we'd had to live with a mistake 
forever. 

17. Don’t be hasty about not liking an effect while it’s 
still under way. Things look different when the scaffolding 
comes down and the new paint goes on. No matter what 
you feel like, remember you’re an amateur. 

18. But then speak up when something is finished. If it 
needs another touch to get what you want, this is the time 
to say so. If it’s just right—well, workmen work better 
with praise. 

19. Insist on what you want, but not blindly. Sure, it’s 
your money, but there may be a better material for a job 
than the one you know and think [| Turn to page 97

How can I find out how much Social 
Security credit I have now? 

Write to the Social Security Administration, Candler 
Building, Baltimore 2, Maryland, stating your request and 
including your name, printed or typed, your signature signed 
in ink, your Social Security number, and date of birth. 


We don’t have a full-time maid, but my wife shares a 
cleaning woman with some of her friends. Does each 
family have to make Social Security reports for her? 


Yes, her wages must be reported everywhere that she is 
“regularly” employed. “Regularly”? means that she puts in 
at least 24 days or partial days and earns $50 or more at your 
house during any 3-month period. You must deduct Social 
Security taxes from her pay check, chip in your share, and 
turn the sum over to the government. 


Can't I handle all that at my office? 


You can if you are the sole owner Ol a busine SS OF profes- 
sional practice and are already making Social Security re- 
ports for your business employees on Form 941. 

Part of the wages we pay our cleaning woman is taken 
out in meals, carfare, and from time to time, gifts of 
secondhand clothing for herself and her children. 

Do I have to figure that in? 

No, only wages paid in cash are counted toward Social 
Security credits. If carfare is paid in car checks or tokens, it 


does not count as a reportable part of her pay. 


What household workers now come under Social Security? 


If they meet the “24-day $50 test,” all household workers 
including nursemaids, baby-sitters, gardeners, and laun- 


dresses are insured. 


How do I go about filing a report on part-time help? 


You can get a simple, brief report form from the nearest 
Collector of Internal Revenue. Every three months, you 
write down your employee’s name, Social Security number,

Mail 
it in, together with a check equal to 3 percent of this sum 
half deducted from her pay and half contributed by you 


to the same place where you pay your federal income tax. 


Suppose he quits before he has worked 21 days and 
earned $50. What shall I do with the tax I have 
deducted from his weekly check? 


Give it back. You do not have to make any kind of report 


on his wages. 


W hat “self-employed” people now 
come under Social Security? 

Your earnings count toward Federal Old Age Insurance 
if you work for yourself as a writer, photographer, appraiser, 
adjuster, artist, private teacher, sign painter, private detec- 
tive, and many other categories. Check with your nearest 
Social Security field office if you think your occupation be- 
longs on this list. You are also covered if you are the partner 
or sole owner of a beauty parlor, filling station, barbershop, 
bar, laundry, jewelry shop, drugstore, theater, hotel or tourist 
court, flower shop, taxi, tailor shop, advertising agency, sec- 
ondhand store, manufacturing plant, or real-estate agency. 


Is there a 24-day $50 test for self-employed persons? 


Not quite, but you need not report for Social Security 
purposes any earnings less than $400 per year or more than 
the first $3,690. 


fre there any self-emploved occupations not 
covered now by Social Security? 

Yes, you cannot collect and need not pay in if you are 
self-employed as a doctor, centist, veterinarian, lawyer, 
farmer, osteopath, chiropractor, optometrist, architect, 
accountant, engineer, or funeral director. 


What about income from rent or other investments? 


Income from investments does’ not count for Social Securi- 
ty purposes. Earnings from real estate do not count unless 
you are in the real-estate business. 


How do I file a report if I'm self-employed? 


File your Social Security report when you pay your fed- 
eral income tax report for 1951 (due in 1952). A Social 
Security report form will be part of your tax blank. Make 
a deduction equal to 214 percent of your annual income 
(don’t count earnings over $3,600) and send it to the Col- 
lector of Internal Revenue in your district. 


I have a full-time job, and Social Security is deduced each 
week from my pay. I also earn a little on the side by working 
for myself. Does that “little extra” come up for Social Security 
deductions, too? 


It does if it amounts to $400 or more a year. 


Do World War II veterans get special benefits under this 
new law? 

Yes, if you’re a World War II veteran, you are now 
credited with $160 in earnings for each month of active 
service if you were in service 90 days or more. If you were 
discharged because of a service-connected disability, the 
90-day limit does not apply. 

Does a veteran’s pension or compensation affect his Social 
Security? 

No, a veteran who has reached 65, or his survivors, can 
collect full Social Security benefits regardless of the amount 
of V.A. payments he has received.

At last—seedless watermelon! 


A “seedless” watermelon is the latest product of the 
plant breeder’s skill. Seeds are reduced to small, im- 
mature specks like those in a young cucumber. 

The new hybrid is produced by crossing a melon 
with the normal number of chromosomes (inheritance- 
bearers) with one in which the number of cells has 
been doubled artificially. This results in a melon with 
an intermediate number of chromosomes, known tech- 
nically as a triploid 

This hybrid has been produced in six different va- 
rieties, including one which some watermelon author- 
ities consider the finest-flavored melon in the world. 
The latter has a cream-colored rind. 

Since the triploid produces no seed, it is necessary 


to repeat the cross each year. 


Speed-up in fruit ripening 


Ripening of apples and peaches has been speeded up 
by spraying the trees with 2,4,5-T in tests started in 
1949 and continued in 1950 by the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture. 

Rome Beauty apples sprayed with this hormone 
matured 30 days ahead of unsprayed trees. Summer 
apples were speeded up from 5 to 13 days, a much more 
significant advance from a home orchard and com- 
mercial standpoint. There are good summer apples 
that can be used instead of Rome Beauties, and if we 
could pick the earliest apples a week or two earlier, 
this would mean something. 

Spraying of peaches was not quite so successful be- 
cause fruit quality suffered from the spray. 


Tuberous begonias flower in winter 


Experiments now under way should result in a practi- 
cal method for forcing tuberous begonias to flower dur- 
ing winter months—exciting news to begonia fans who 
have deplored the lack of winter bloom in this flower. 

At a recent meeting of the American Institute of 
Biological Sciences at Ohio State University, I heard 
Dr. Kenneth Post of Cornell describe his experiments. 

By flooding cuttings with lights from 4 p.m. to 2 
a.m., Doctor Post brought them into flowering during 
the darkest days of winter, while unlighted cuttings 
from the same branch failed to flower.

In 1880, Professor Beal at Michigan State College 
buried flasks containing seeds of several common weeds 
to test how long they would survive.

Dug up every 10 years, 3 of the original 20 species 
buried still are alive. Black mustard and water smart- 
weed germinated when dug up after 50 years, but did 
not grow on the last test. Still surviving were mullein, 
curly dock, and night-flowering catchfly. 

Crabgrass and plantain survived for 30 years.

Faithful removal of the ‘‘suckers’’ from sweet-corr 
plants is a waste of time, and does more harm thar 
good. That’s the inference of Dr. Donald F. Jones o 
the Connecticut Agricultural Experiment Station t 
the American Seed Trade Association. 

Doctor Jones points out that “‘suckers” do not suc’. 
food from the main stalk. Instead, they are feeders. It 
all leaves are removed from the main stalk, and thc 
tillers (as he prefers to call them) are left intact, th 
ears on the main stalk will mature, fed by the leaves o: 
the tillers. 

This suggests that a plant with plenty of tillers 
given a little more room in the row, might well pro- 
duce bigger, better ears than crowded stalks with th 
tillers removed.

You can’t stop all of it—and you shouldn’t 


if you could—but here are tips on ground rules 


to minimize the mayhem, and the wear 


and tear on bystanders

Wenever I hear my 6-year-old sing out 


“Danny is a Doh-o-ope!”’ I brace myself for 
the crash and the roar of pain which inevitably 
follows. It seems to me that it is Jimmy who is 
the dope; he must know by now that retalia- 
tion by his bigger brother will be swift and 
unpleasant. Yet he still goes on deliberately 
provoking Dan’s wrath. I don’t even try to 
protect Jimmy from the consequences any 
more, but I do protect myself—usually by 
going away where I can’t hear the fight. 

Those of you who enjoy a rip-roaring ar- 
gument over foreign policy or whether men 
are better drivers than women can probably 
put up with children’s bickering better than 
those who retire to calmer conversation the 
minute talk gets a little heated. 


But just as you can’t have a home without 
some disagreement, you can’t build lasting 
personal relationships on uninterrupted har- 
mony.

Sure, it’s tough on Dad to come home tired 
in the evening and be faced with a houseful of 
wrangling kids.

llow to plant around your house 


You can save yourself money and avoid that overgrown look by 


choosing plants that suit your corners, porches, and windows 


Victor HM. Ries ies and understanding are the keys to happy re- 
sults when planning your own foundation planting—for a 
new or old home. 

Are you concealing the foundation, softening hard lines 
of house at corners, uniting your home with its setting? 

In practice, less planting is needed where the floor level is 
near the ground. Planting should continue across the front 
only where the house has a high foundation. No tall-grow- 
ing plants should be used under or near windows. The house 
should appear to rest solidly on the ground, not on a vague 
something hidden behind a mass of shrubbery. 

Low-growing shrubs or evergreens are wise for most homes. 
They can be kept in bounds without severe cutting, and 
won't smother your house when mature. 

Most shrubs require uniform soil moisture, summer and 
winter, and evergreens will die quickly under dry condi- 
tions. Many will be stunted if drainage is poor. 

The average shrub or evergreen must have a least half 
a day of full sunlight to grow well. A few thrive in shade, 
but may not flower and fruit as well. 


W mterc reeper vine may be your ansawer for narrow strip between 
a porch and walk or drive. Good in sun or shade, it has smooth, 
evergreen leaves, showy pale pink fruits. It can be trained to 
creep on the ground or to climb a brick or concrete foundation 





The dwarf Mugho Pine is a good, globe-shaped ever- 
green for planting near small porches without rails. The 
Mugho needs sun. A low shrub or evergreen is more 
satisfactory than pyramidal and spreading varieties 


Informal, spreading branches of Pfitzer Juniper will 
emphasize ground-hugging lines of low house. Control 
height by disjointing branches which tend to grow up- 
right at the stem joints. Plant at least 30 inches out 
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Try Regal Privet for corners of a Ranch-type house, in sun 
or shade. Hardy, quick-growing, with small, white flowers 
in early June, it has neat. horizontal branches, grows to 

or 5 feet. Most homeowners plant taller shrubs near 
corners. But for best results, plant kinds that will not grow 
taller than the middle of the nearby doors or windows 


Coralberry, a 3-footer with purplish-red berries in 
fall and small, yellowish-white flowers in July, is 
good near bay windows. Such windows are often used 
for growing plants indoors, shouldn't be screened 


; - : ’ with tall shrubs. Plant low shrubs out from overhang 
Dwarf shrubs like Garland Spirea are good for 


planting near porches with a rail. Keep porch 
plantings not more than 4 or 5 feet wide. Your 
taller shrubs at corners may well be lower than 
the porch rail, and spreading kinds should be 
avoided. Try a graceful vine for porch privacy

Place duck, 
breast side up, on a rack in a shal- 
low baking pan not more than 3 
inches deep. Do not cover or add 
water. Do not prick skin. You do 
not have to baste duckling.

Duck will 
be moderately well done but juicy.

$1.50, round trip, children under 
5, free. 

On New Hampshire’s Cannon 
Mountain, there’s an older, better- 
known tramway which will give 
you the same air-borne sensation 
A mile long, it zooms you up 2,022 
feet in less than 8 minutes. But 


that’s long enough to get a pano- 
ramic view of the mica-tipped 
White Mountains. Don’t worry if 
the ride seems short; there’s no 
time limit to your stay on the 
mountain, and the same is true of 
the Timberline ride. The round 
trip fare at Cannon Mountain is 
$1 for adults, 75 cents for kids 

It costs only a quarter, car and 
driver, plus 5 cents for each passen- 
ger, to ferry through the air across 
Fraser Canyon from Boston Bar to 
North Bend in British Columbia. 
The ferry swings 90 feet above the 
canyon floor. 


A cross between a chair lift and 
the tunnel of love is the skimobile 
at North Conway, New Hamp- 
shire. One-seated, sledlike cars fol- 
low each other on a continuous 
track up Mount Cranmore like 
ducks in a shooting gallery. You'll 
have trouble persuading the kids 
to get of this ride. Fare: adults, 90 
cents; kids, under 12, 75 cents, un- 
der 6, free. 

Incline railways have been 
around for a long time, but their 
nearly straight-up-and-down shut- 
tling still gives you views you can’t 
get from a road and stomach-in- 
mouth shudders that your kids will 
brag about all year to their ad- 
miring friends at home. 

[here’s one on Mount Manitou 
just out of Colorado Springs. In a 
mile and a quarter, it climbs from 
6,400 feet to 9,000. (Round trip: 
Adults, 75 cents, children 40 cents, 
plus tax.) Steepest incline in the 
world, at its upper end, is the mile- 
long one up Lookout Mountain at 
Chattanooga, Tennessee. From 
tiered seats in the new glass-domed 
cars, you'll get an eye-filling view 
of Chattanooga and the Tennes- 
see River. From the top of Lookout

Mountain, you can see into seven 
states on a clear day. Even if you 
drive up Lookout Mountain, a ride 
down and back on the incline will 
be the highlight of your day. 
Round trip: 50 cents. 

Scheduled to reopen this sum- 
mer is the cable railway up Mount 
Holyoke at South Hadley, Massa- 
chusetts. Built before the Civil 
War, it showed a spectacular view 
of the Connecticut River to such 
tourists as Abraham Lincoln and 
Jenny Lind. Fare is expected to be 
25 cents and a dime. 

There’s an incline you can ride 
without a ticket down in Georgia. 
At Tallulah Falls Gorge, near the 
town of Tallulah Falls, the Georgia 
Power Company will give you a 
ride on its 1,165-foot incline and a 
tour of its hydroelectric plant. 

At the Royal Gorge, just out of 

Canon City, Colorado, you cannot 
only peer down into the famous 
crevasse, you can shinny down the 
steep cliffs in a cable car for a 
closer look at the swift-flowing 
Arkansas, and the Denver and Rio 
Grande rails which look like toy 
train tracks from the rim. You can 
drive—or walk—across the world’s 
highest suspension bridge not far 
from the top of the incline. A com- 
bination ticket for both incline and 
bridge costs $1.50 per person, Chil- 
dren under 7 are free. 
, = get a longer, less precipitous 
ride on a cog railway. The longest 
and most spectacular one in Amer- 
ica is up Pike’s Peak. You make the 
hour-and-20-minute climb in an 
observation car, powered by a 
modern diesel engine or a chug- 
ging little steam locomotive. It’s 9 
miles to the top—14,100 feet above 
sea level. The fare is $5 for 
adults, $2.50 for children (plus 
tax). For no additional fare, you 
can go one way by cog railway and 
one way by limousine on the fa- 
mous Pikes Peak Highway. 

First of its kind in the world, the 
Mount Washington cog railway in 
New Hampshire huffs and puffs 
314 miles, mostly on an old-fash- 
ioned, high, wooden trestle, to the 
6,288-foot summit of the highest 
mountain in New Hampshire. A 
sawed-off little engine with a boiler 
mounted cockeyed so it will be 
horizontal on grades as steep as 37 
percent pushes you up, and eases 
you down, one cog at a time, on the 
return trip. Fare: adults, $4; chil- 
dren, $2 (plus tax). 


iF you’re in southern Colorado, 
with time to spare and a yen for 
real adventure, board the Denver 
and Rio Grande’s narrow-gauge 
“San Juan” for 200 miles of sel- 
dom-seen mountain splendor. It’s a 
9-hour trip from Alamosa to Du- 
rango, and you can’t come back till 
the next day. With a parlor car 
palatially Victorian in turn-of-the- 
century elegance, the San Juan is 
the only long-distance narrow- 
gauge train in the country operat- 
ing on a daily schedule. The route 
cuts through jagged mountains, 
hugs the granite rim of a 6-foot

Do they think you're made of money ? 


ance for granted. They began to 
feel that Judy’s view of money was 
out of focus. 

You may have been shocked, as 
the Foggs were, to learn that your 
children can be a trifle unfeeling 
in accepting money. The reasons 
for their attitude may lie mainly in 
your failure to give them a few 
definite facts about what money is 
and what it can do. 

For one thing, your youngsters 
find money a fascinating, new toy 
They are quick to see its power to 
buy them what they want. But 
without guidance, they may attach 
to it more than usual importance. 
The result is that it crowds former 
associations out of their lives, and 
they begin to live in a money-cen- 
tered world. 


in too, you may fail to make 
your boy or girl understand that 
you are giving them money in ad- 
dition to, not in place of, the other 
family ties of love and security. So 
they may sometimes misinterpret 
the financial support they receive 
from you as a sign of their own suf- 
ficiency. As a result, they give the 
impression of living apart from the 
family group. Note the impersonal 
relationship that helped to awaken 
the Foggs to the change in Judy 

In the case of your own Johnny 
and Mary, just handing over mon- 
ey isn’t enough, for money in itself 
isn’t an adequate token of your af- 
fection. You must begin early to 
show them the “how,” “ 
“where,” and “why” of money 

You'll find that this kind of guid- 
ance pays off in two ways. It will 
teach them to be moderate in their 
demands on you. And they'll not 
be so likely to think of you as a 
mechanical cash register with end- 
less resources. Here are some sug-

gestions to help you get across to 
them what a dollar really is: 

First, give Johnny and Mary an 
honest idea of your financial stand- 
ing. For example, don’t conceal the 
truth from them in such a way 
that they think you are wealthy if 
you aren’t. 


O; course, they probably never 
need to know to the penny what 
your family income is. But by the 
time they are ready to ask you reg- 
ularly for spending money, they 
ought to know approximately how 
you are fixed. Later, they should 
be able to evaluate fairly well the 
things in which you have invested 
your money—your home, car, fur- 
niture, and insurance. In this way, 
they'll not get big ideas about mon- 
ey that doesn’t exist. 

In telling them the truth about 
your income, it isn’t necessary to 
nag them about the scarcity of 
money or scare them with threats of 
starvation or eviction. If a crisis 
arises that you think they must 
know about, introduce them to it 
gradually and calmly. When you 
have made them understand their 
part, they'll be more inclined to 
adjust their needs to your ability 
to give. Children who know what 
money is all about don’t expect 
their parents to sacrifice something 
important in order to buy a foot- 


ball ticket.

Johnny and Mary a handout every 


time they ask for it. But be ready 
to explain why. You won't satisfy 
them with, “Please don’t bother 
me now; I’ve already told you ‘No’ 
twice.”” But you might mention 
previous amounts given in the past 
week and explain that the present 
request is a little out of line.

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show them with pencil and paper 
if you can’t spare an extra 50 cents 
for hamburgers after the movies. 
And be cheerful about it. A tragic 
tone places an unwholesome em- 
phasis on money 

When you refuse their request, 
give them something more impor- 
tant—your love. For instance, give 
them your companionship for an 
entire evening in place of that trip 
to the movies they asked for. Or- 
ganize a games party. Make some 
fudge or popcorn. In this way you 
will avoid disappointing them. 
And you'll be teaching them a 
valuable lesson—that it’s possible 
to have a good time without spend- 
ing much money. 


A tell your children exactly 
what Dad does for a living. Use 
specific words such as doctor, sales- 
man, electrician. Explain how he’s 
paid. Here you'll have a chance to 
teach them the meaning of salary, 
hours, and commission. Take them 
to see the office or factory where 
their father works. 

In addition to understanding 
the “where” and the “how much” 
of money, they need to learn what’s 
to be done with it. They ought to 
be told early in life that “things” 
cost. You can take them on fre- 
quent shopping trips to teach them 
this. Let them help you buy. At 
food stores, remind them to keep 
their eyes open for values. Later 
allow them to pay some of your 
bills in person. You can arrange 
the cash in such a way that there 
will be change. They'll see where 
the money goes and how much is 
left after the bills are paid 

Moreover, you ought to explain 
that money also provides the little 
extras that make their lives com- 
fortable. You can point out to them 
that their father’s efforts make pos- 
sible such luxuries as television and 
radio. 

Also, explain to them the prin- 
ciple of holding some of the income 
in reserve. This will give you a 
chance to tell them why you are not 
putting all your eggs in one basket. 
They'll see then that part of the in- 
come is being laid aside to buy de- 
sirable things—a home, a car, and 
a college education for Johnny 
Make it quite clear that none of 
these advantages would be possible 
if it weren't for savings 

So much for background infor- 
mation. It now remains for you to 
provide your Johnny and Mary 
with practical experience in man- 
aging a few personal needs. That 
means letting them come face to 
face with a dollar bill of their own. 


, oe may want to try an allow- 
ance, probably on a weekly basis. 
What you can afford will help you 
to determine what you can give 
them. You ought to take into con- 
sideration, too, their age and the 
practice of other parents in the 
community. 

There are several things you 
should do to make the allowance 
an effective method of teaching 
money values. 

From the first, help them to be 
practical about managing their 
money. Have them buy a change 
purse or wallet. They'll attach some 
importance to money by having a 
definite place in which to keep it. 
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You can't

Ask them to give you from time 
to time an account of what they’ve 
done with their money. You'll 
have a chance then to insist on 
their spending some of it usefully 
for schoo! needs, charity, and gifts. 
When they spend for pleasure, re- 
mind them to think of others as 
well as themselves. 


Oacattenciiy sound a note of 
economy by urging them to put a 
part of their allowance into a sav- 
ings account, no matter how small 
the amount. In this way you'll be 
able to teach them to plan for 
things that might be out of reach 
otherwise. Then encourage them 
to make decisions between two 
items if they have saved enough for 
only one. And be firm about hav- 
ing them stick to their choice 

Another way of getting money 
into your children’s hands is to let 
them do things for you. For ex- 
ample, you can hire them to mow 
the lawn or trim hedges or wash the 
car. They'll be pleased to find out 
that their efforts have real value to 
you in terms of money. You might 
set up a little table of prices you are 
willing to pay. 

Remember, of course, to list the 
things for which you will not pay, 
such as bringing groceries on the 
way home from school. In that way 
you'll avoid giving them the im- 
pression that you must pay them 
for everything they do. And you'll 
have a chance to emphasize that 
some services around the house are 
their reasonable duty. 

Also, it’s a good idea to let them 
do odd jobs outside the family cir- 
cle. Your friends and neighbors 
may need a little extra help. Your 
children can give them assistance 
in running errands, baby-sitting, 
shoveling snow, and the like. 


When they come home with their 
quarters and half dollars, take an 
interest in what they have earned. 
Encourage them to save a little, 
share a little, and buy a few items 
they can use at home and in 


school. Also praise them for their 
efforts. That will make them con- 
fident that they’re doing something 
worthwhile. 

Your own situation will help you 
decide whether you ought to give 
your children an allowance or re- 
quire them to earn their spending 
money. Some parents have success- 
fully tried a combination of these 
systems, using a minimum allow- 
ance as base pay and then urging 
their children to add to it with their 
own earnings. 

But however you approach your 
aim of giving your youngsters 
practical experience in managing 
their financial problems, you'll 
need, in addition, to teach them the 
facts discussed earlier: the extent 
of your financial ability to help 
them, the sources of your income, 
and the ways in which you use your 
income, to support your family. 

This program will help them to 
see that the importance of money 
lies mainly in its relationship to 
other things. They'll understand 
then that there are many things 
that it cannot buy. They'll see that 
your love and the feeling of security 
they get from it and their associa- 
tion with a happy family circle are 
beyond the reach of money.

Jan. 1 This year began last night 
at the supper table. It was an ora- 
tion by Mrs. Maggie that got it 
started. 

“Why don’t you just let that big 
bed where you had glads and mums 
last summer go to grass?” said she. 
“Then you'd have a fine grassy plot 
between the two rose beds that 
wouldn’t take so much work. 

“You try to do too much. You 
can’t grow everything every year. 
So my advice is to cut down. Put 
more of the garden space into lawn. 
It will be a lot easier to mow it than 
hoe it.” 

“You are right,”’ says I, “‘but not 
that bed. I aim to put that in straw- 
berries. It is the bed in front I aim 
to take out of circulation. I want to 
plant it to permanent perennials 
that will take little cultivation. | 
aim to plant it to flowers that will 
last for years. That’s why I put the 
new narcissus across the front of it.” 

Whereupon Maggie was horri- 
fied. That bed where she wants 
grass would never do for straw- 
berries. Whoever heard of straw- 
berries in a flower garden, between 
two rose beds? 

“I don’t care whether that is 
what the book says or not,” says I 
“I’m not gardening just to have a 
fancy place for somebody else to 
look at. Strawberries are wonderful 
to get the ground in good condition 
for more flowers. The straw rots 
down and makes mulch to turn 
under.” 

Well, we shall see, and time shall 
tell. But anyhow, this new year 
finds us all still on hand. And still 
planning, 

I think I'll grow fewer annuals 
and hope for more time to put in on 
perennials. Roses will be about the 
same. But mebbe cut out cucum- 
bers this year, put out a few less 
kinds of sweet corn, and so on. 

My hopes-—not resolutions—are 
to lick the quackgrass in the rose 


beds, keep down crabgrass on the 
rear lawn, use some magic on the 
grapes so they'll do better—though 
maybe plant food and elbow grease 
would be more sensible here—-and 
inspire David to fill up that hole by 
the side of the house where he dug 
out that dead evergreen last spring.

Stems are wiry and graceful, 
and bulbs are for sale at popular 
prices. So we are suggesting that 
you grow these brilliant red flowers 
both for garden groups and for 
bouquets of unusual elegance. 
Plant bulbs in full sun or very light 
shade in a soil that contains a good 
amount of humus. 

Bright rose-reds, whites, pinks, 
and fetchingly eyed patterns can be 
expected from a packet of seeds of 
the new, hardy phlox strain Belts- 
ville Hybrids. Seeds germinate best 
when sown in late winter or earliest 
spring while nightly freezes still oc- 
cur. This phlox grows to 24 and 36 
inches in partial shade. Favorites 
can be selected after the first sea- 
son’s blooming and propagated by 
division as named varieties are.

You travel a paved 
road the entire length of old, high- 
ceilinged Number 3—the original 
tunnel driven in 1882—and can 
see every phase of mining opera- 
tions without leaving your car.

places you still can. 

Take the venturesome catwalk 
to the Cave of the Winds under the 
American Falls at Niagara Falls, 
New York. From the time you ex- 
change your clothes for flannel 
sults, waterproof coats, and moc- 
casinlike shoes, and go down the 
elevator to a tunnel burrowed in 
solid rock 174 feet down, you 
know you’re in for an adventure 

The guide leads you across sturdy 
wooden bridges and platforms 
rebuilt annually over wicked-look- 
ing boulders—each step taking you 
nearer the gigantic curtain of water. 

At Hurricane Deck you stand at 
the mouth of the Cave of the 
Winds—the only natural opening 
behind the falls. Around you whips 
a strong wind. To keep your bal- 
ance, you cling to the rail. Behind 
and 167 feet overhead, the Ameri- 
can cataract leaps out, to tumble 
thunderingly at your feet. The trip 
takes 40 minutes, and costs $1. 
Kids 4 and under can’t go. 


In some 


= River Gorge, near North 
Woodstock, in New Hampshire’s 
White Mountains is another hiking 
attraction. Better rent overalls at 
the headquarters if you have on 
good clothes, because you have to 
crawl, bend, twist, slide, squeeze, 
and climb! There are two trips. If 
you’re a “sissy,” you can choose 
the easier. (Admission, 50 cents.) 
Another hiking trip small chil- 
dren will enjoy is the “Enchanted 
Trail” through Rock City, on top 
of Lookout Mountain at Chatta- 
nooga.

But. if you want 
to see what a big one is like without 
electric lights, try Marvel Cave, at 
Notch, Missouri, in the Ozarks 
west of Branson. Only the gigantic 
first room—The Cathedral” 
has electric lights. You carry a 
lantern the rest of the way. Admis- 
sion, $1.25; children, 75 cents. 

If your kids aren’t too small and 
you aren’t too old, you can get a 
ranger’s-eye view of mountain
